The Kansas Department of Health and Environment

A summary of the proposed regulations and the esti-
mated economic impact follows:
Summary of Regulations

K.A.R. 28-15-52. Interest rate. Revises language to al-
low the loan interest rate calculation to vary according to 
the length of the loan repayment period.

K.A.R. 28-15-53. Repayment of loans. Deletes the re-
quirement that loan repayments must begin within two 
years of the first loan disbursement. Revises language to 
allow municipalities to choose loan repayment terms for 
up to 40 years under certain conditions.
Economic Impact

Cost to the agency: The proposed regulations will not 
result in increased costs to the agency.

Cost to the public and regulated community: These 
proposed regulations provide flexibility to municipali-
ties and other public water supply systems. This is a vol-
untary loan program and municipalities and other public 
water supply systems are not obligated to finance water 
infrastructure projects through the Kansas Public Water 
Supply Loan Fund. The annual cost of debt service for 
municipalities obtaining a 30-year loan or 40-year loan 
would be less when compared to a 20-year loan, which 
is the current maximum loan repayment term. However, 
the overall debt service cost measured for the life of the 
loan would be greater for a 30-year loan or 40-year loan 
compared to a 20-year loan. Under these changes to the 
regulations, municipalities and public water supply sys-
tems that use this loan program can choose which loan 
repayment term length they would like to utilize based 
on their economic needs.

Cost to other governmental agencies or units: The pro-
posed regulations only affect municipalities and other 
public water supply systems as described in the previous 
paragraph. To the extent that a governmental agency or 
unit operates a public water supply system, it should ref-
erence that information.

A detailed economic impact is provided in the eco-
nomic impact statement that is available from the agency 
contact person or at the KDHE Public Water Supply Sec-
tion Regulations website, as listed below.

The time period between the publication of this notice 
and the scheduled hearing constitutes a 60-day public 
comment period for the purpose of receiving written pub-
lic comments on the proposed regulations.
